Artillery and planes struck heavily with great success against tanks, trucks 
and troops discovered in their daylight: hiding places by alert observa- 
tion planes and ground reconnaissance patrols. 

The U.S. 155 and 105 millimetre guns rumbled from fate morning until 
5 p.m. when the firing pace slowed.

The Indian Government is: 


playing an interesting role in 
the present crisis not merely 
in Moscow but also in Peking. 
In both capitals its objective 
js to ensure the localisation of 
the conflict. India’s attitude 
may be described as impartial 
but not neutral. Both India 
and China Ican to one side, 
but not to the same side. It 
does not need a great deal of 
arrangement to enable each 
to lean against the other and 
thus accomplish a pose as pic- 
turesque as it is, for the pre- 
sent, sustaining. 

Nowadays there appears to

When Sardar Panikkar 
presented his credentials he 
eschewed figures but claimed 
that if China and India co- 
operated, they would repre- 
sent an invincible force. © Cer- 
tainly this combination has

| olden days was the search for 


fully settled, also in a lot of 
“other things: 

Invincibility is not actually 
one of the issues at stake just 
now. It is just a figure of 
speech. But it would not, be 
surprising if Peking and Delhi 
think very much alike about 
the Korean problem, for all 
that India has formally con- 
demned North Korean aggres- 
sion, while “Peking keeps 
officially silent on the subject. 
The People’s Government, 
however, has ‘been far from 
silent over the neutralization 
of Taiwan. Sometimes the 
remarkable outery it chose to 
make . about it aroused the 
feeling that it did this to 
drown its striking silence on 
Korea. ‘ a. 

After all, the gesture of Pre- 
sident Truman merely 
brought Taiwan back to the 
status it had before the Na- 
tionalist Government went 
there.

For months baby Roger lay in 
a cot in Lambeth Hospital while 
flying bombs droned. overhead. 
The best doctors in: London bat- 
tled to save his sight. But their 
efforts were in vain. Shortly 
before his second birthday Roger’s 
second cye was removed. He 
was doomed to - life in darkness. 
Now Mr. and Mrs, Williams were 
faced with a difficult decision. 


Should they keep Roger at 
home, as oll their natural instincts 
urged them to do, or should they 
entrust him to a. residential 
school, where he could be trained 
to overcome his handicap?
